1. Dr. Beed opened tiie confecance Baying that the Bureau of 
the Budget was only emdous to be hripful to OCI la their 
suggestiooa. He referred to the recent coapilatioa at intelligence 
costs and eiipressed the concern of the Budget Bozeau relative to 
costs and their hope that their auggeatlons mi^t be helpful in 
effecting econoBd.ee. He wished to discuss several points with 
General Cabell preparatory to reporting to Hr. Stans is ahsoat 
on a speaking tour. & remarked that the princij^al prohl^ concerned 
paragraih 2.a. and the si» of the Board but that they had soote 
questions they would like to check first. 

Page 2i aah-paragnsh 2.1^ * Dr. Beed asked if a smaller 
Board would not be more effective and idy #wuld not the represen- 
tative of the JC8 for eaoaaple coordinate fear tte lalUtary departaients. 
General Cabell e xp l a i ne d that it was essential that thoK ageaciea 
with collection, eva lu a t i o n ai^ production cq[>a2dlitl«i be included 
in the mesherj^iip of the Board Mcd that ^e preaeuxt organizati<m 
of the Bepertment of Sefenae did not pensit caieq^aate control 
coordinaticm by the JCS or the Befoaae npreaeatative. !£here vas 
seme further discussion altaig general lines but It, Beed did not 
press this point. 

Fa^ 4, parvgrach 2.d. i Dr. Beed p;»sticaied the propriety 
of using this directive to lareacribe the att«idaace of the Attorz^ 
General and the Chairruan of 'Uie ABC at Council meetings. General 
Cabell ex pla i n ed that the reason vas somewhat historical; that both 
agencies had statutory responsibilities concerning very sensitive 
matters and that provision here ww to insure they would be 
r<presented whenever foreign IntelUgdb^ matters presented to the 
use mi^t be of concern to them. She explanation seemed to satisfy 
Dr. Beed.

3. Ihr. Beed them referred to |sragraph 2.a* He noted that 
this paragr^ speared to give the Board two clssaea of duties «- 
to advise and assist the DCI, and s^;>arate duties listed in (l) to 
(6). Be aakeA why these Board dnUes (l) to (6) should not ilio 
he to a^se and assist the DCI and asked whether the Board could take 
a«t^ to which the Dd was opposed. General Cdbell ej®lalned the 
i^POTta^ coiTOPBte rei^nsihllity at sose length. He referred 
to the actual ^tevtiojaKut of this responsihili'^ in tlwv lAC itiKlf 
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a£id l^hat be bad bad an Iz^poatae^ ahare Chief of 

Air Force intelligence in daveloping thlji oanc^t« It bad 
actoally be«i Instituted by General aaitb he becane Director. 
General Truscott pointed out that this format actually conformed 
to the BSC Action 1873 and reflected the mergine of the policy* 
coordinating and at^erriaeajy rabpooaibilliy of the XAC and UBCIB 
under tlieir foxner directives, fleneral Cabell irant on to explain 
that the developBent at this paraBn^ bad poaed a very difficult 
problem and that the XnteUlgezKx CoMwanllgr had f ina l ly reached 
full agreem^ upon it. Both Dr. Deed and Mr. Macy remarked that 
they had a nodi clearer oonc^t after GemHral Cabell*# penwaaive 
e:g?laaation and said prior to vhldt they bad had atrong reaervations. 

4. General Cabell r^enr^ to page 10, leoragraph 5* tbe laat 
sentezu:e, and inf(»»ed Dc. Deed that a ^oint acting txf XAC and 
USCIB the preceding day had aH ptD ve d deleting the phrase foUoving 
the word ’’methods’' in tbe last aant^ce and adding a nev sentence: 

”A report of these iznestigations^ including corrective measures 
taken or reconmended vlthin the deparbamats and ageades involved, 
shall be transmitted to the Ihrector of Central Intelligra:K:e for 
revleir and such furtlm' action as amy be te^inoprlate. Including 
reports to the BSC or the President." 

5. Dr. Beed a^ed uhether or not paragragph 2.a. vould be 
referred to the Attomi^ Ckmeral for epinicn. General Csbell 
erqdained that this vould not be neceasary unleaa this consultation 
resulted in a change that vould have pomsible ocsxflict from a 
legal point of vlar vlth existing law. General Cabell read the 
me Action 1978 * t*(l) on this point. 

6. Dr. Beed said that he would Infcem Mr. Stans of the 
result of this ooo3fer«Q(»» as soem as Mr. Stans returned ecu! vould 
ask him to call General Cabell.
